Resolutions await 
S.D. City Council 
action on April 25

SAN DIEGO — Nearly 1,000 
members of five Catholic parishes and 
one Protestant church came to St. Rita’s 
Catholic Church to hear Mayor Maureen 
O’Conner say ‘‘yes’’ to making San 
Diego’s drug problem a top priority for 
the city’s government. 

They sat, stood and cheered in the 
church, Tuesday evening, April 11, as 
O’Connor agreed to push the city and 
state governments to come up with a 
“‘comprehensive multi-year stategy’’ for 
the drug problem that would include — 
enforcement, prevention and treatment. 

The San Diego Organizing Project 
(SDOP), sponsor of the meeting, 
O’Connor and the six churches signed a 
resolution stating their agreement to work 
together toward a solution. 

Participating Catholic parishes were 
Christ the King, St. Jude, Our Lady of 
Angels, Our Lady of the Sacred Heart, all 
San Diego, and Our Lady of Mt. Carmel, 
San Ysidro. They were joined by St. 
Stephen Church of God in Christ, San 
Diego. ki 

After hearing testimony from several 
members of the represented churches, 
O’Connor said, ‘‘I’ve listened, but I’m 
not surprised.’ 

The mayor then outlined her ‘1,000 
days in office.’’ When she was elected 
mayor, O’Connor said, programs such as 
DARE (Drug Abuse Resistence 
Education) and WECAN (Walking 
Enforcement Campaign Against 
Narcotics) didn’t even exist. 

She called for help in identifying 
suspects who are dealing drugs or 
gunning down citizens, saying to the 
crowd, ‘‘Your children know who these

opportunity to receive an education on current topics 
that may affect them, and to celebrate their 
Christianity with a group of people who share the same 
beliefs. 

Participants attended two workshops and a keynote 
address given by Terry Hershey, founder of Christian 
Focus, an agency that assists churches in creating 
environments for building healthy relationships.

He told participants they need to break down the 
barriers that prevent them from accepting change.

SVDP warehouse to shelter men

SAN DIEGO — Msgr. Joe Carroll came one step 
closer to his goal “‘to have a bed for every San Diegan by 
1990,”’ when the city Planning Commission recently gave 


the St. Vincent de Paul/Joan Kroc Center permission to - 


convert an adjacent warehouse into a shelter for 150 
single men. i 

““We hope to have it open by winter,’’ Msgr. Carroll, 
president of the center, told Southern Cross. 

The present downtown shelter, with about 400 beds, is 
designed to accommodate some 70 homeless men, Msgr. 
Carroll said. 

The additional beds will shelter men who probably 
won’t ever get off the streets, due to alcoholism and drug 
addiction, lack of job skills, illiteracy and the lack of 
single-room occupancy hotels. ‘‘About 10 percent choose 
homelessness as a lifestyle,’’ he explained. 

The warehouse will provide them with short-term 
shelter of up to 30 days and long-term housing up to two

years, he added. 

Although the men will have access to services provided 
for residents at the center — including meals, medical 
care and counseling — the warehouse will be a 
“residential program,’’ different from the ‘‘therapeutic’’ 
character of the center which aims to rehabilitate its 
residents and enable. them to obtain affordable housing, 
Msgr. Carroll explained. 

He said he has raised three-fourths of the $1 million 
needed to convert the warehouse into a two-story facility, 
which will also include a laundry room, restrooms, lockers 
and staff offices. 

The facility’s operating expenses during its first two 
years will be covered by the San Diego Housing 
Commission and a state grant managed by the City of 
San Diego, the priest added. ! 

Msgr. Carroll said his long-term plans include building 
a 500-bed shelter downtown. Although a model has been 
designed for this structure, no site has been obtained and 
construction of the $3 million project is contingent upon 
funding.

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Morality of fetal tissue use 


French scientists have recently revealed information 
regarding an unprecedented procedure to correct a fatal 
hereditary disorder, called bare lymphocyte syndrome. 

The child’s parents, learning of this rare form of 
immune deficiency, seemingly had three choices: 

First: to abort the child. 

Second: To encourage doctors to attempt a white- 
blood-cell transplant after birth (that had failed for their 
first-born child). 

Third: To allow their child, David, to receive a 
transplant of human fetal cells eiule still in the womb. 

When this procedure was done, David was a 30-week- 
old fetus. David is presently confined to a germ-free 
plastic bubble and is now about 8 months old. 

Apparently, his immune system is on the mend and 
his doctors are predicting that, if all goes well, he will be 
able to leave his sterile bubble at the end of the summer. 

This example warrants careful moral analysis. 

The parents should certainly be praised for not opting 
to have the child- aborted. Moreover, since the 
after birth for their first child was 
unsuccessful and ‘“‘better odds’’ were given for this fetal- 
cell transplant, it is certainly understandable that they 
opted in this direction. 

The moral problem is critical, however. The 
procedure was one by which 7 cubic centimeters of 
liquid containing about 16 million immune cells from 
the liver and thymus of two aborted fetuses were injected 
into David’s umbilical cord. 

After he was born, David received an injection of 
more cells (see Time April 3. 1989, 71). 

At the present time, blood tests indicate that the 
transplanted cells have multiplied in David’s liver, 
spleen and bone marrow; indications, of course, that his 
immune system may oceans normal. 

The Hastings Center Report in December of 1988 


(v.18, 13-19) ‘reports that using fetal tissue holds 
promise for a wide range of diseases; e.g., in many types 
of cellular disfunction such as diabetes and Parkinson’s 
disease. 

In addition, these therapies also include the use of 
fetal cells in the treatment of Huntington disease, 
Alzheimer’s disease, spinal cord or other neural tissue 
injuries, and possibly some forms of cortical blindness. 

The use of fetal cells has also been used for treatment 
of radiation-induced bone marrow failures, and the use 
of fetal liver cells may also prove helpful for treating 
other diseases of the bone marrow, such as leukemia and 
aplastic anemia. 

The heart of the moral question here lies in how one 
views the “‘status’’ of the fetus. 

As the Declaration on Abortion of the Congregation 
of the Doctrine of the Faith points out, it might be 
‘philosophically’ difficult to pinpoint exactly when 
“‘personhood”’ is present within fetal development, but 
it is not a question as to whether or not this fetal 
development is truly human development. 

In my mind, therefore, it is impossible to hold a 
strong line against abortion and, at the same time, to 
approve experiments which use fetal tissue from aborted 
fetuses. 

While the ‘‘goal’’ of such procedures certainly is 
laudatory, as the case of David above, the means used to 
produce the good effect are morally objectionable and 
need to be challenged and questioned.

The nation’s murder capital 


As nearly everyone in the world knows, the 
Washington, D.C. metropolitan area has become. the 
murder capital of the nation. Last year 554 people were 
murdered in our city — about three murders every two 
days. In the first three months of this year 127 people 
have been murdered, about the same rate. 

Most of the murders are drug-related, and most of the 


_victims are young black males involved in the drug 


traffic. That makes it easy for those of us who are white, 
and who don’t use drugs to say it’s not our problem. We 
may feel ashamed to know people are being murdered in 
the nation’s capital, but it doesn’t affect us directly. 

But last Sunday the Washington Post ran a story which 
has severely disturbed our complacency. It was about a 
public housing complex called Potomac Gardens, where 
one of the city’s open-air drug markets is located and 
where several of the city’s murders have taken place. 

Probably the most disturbing part of the story — 
which filled four full pages in the Sunday newspaper — 
were the photos of a 34-year-old heroin addict using a 
needle to inject her daily fix into her neck veins. She 
allowed herself to be photographed, she said, because 
she hoped it might get her into a drug treatment 
program. 

Living in this surrealistic world are some 200 families, 
many with children, and 144 senior citizens hoping to 
live the kind of normal lives most of us take for granted. 
Needless to say, very few of them succeed. 

Dr. James Fyfe of American University, who studies 
situations like Potomac Gardens professionally, told the 
Post reporters, ‘‘I think large parts of the District are 
essentially crime factories.”’ 

He explained, ‘‘They’re marked by poor housing, 
poor educational opportunities, lack of strong 


‘institutions like family and church, by unemployment 


and underemployment, by lack of commitment from 
officialdom.”’ 

What made this story impossible for people in our 
parish to ignore is that Potomac Gardens is located 
within our parish boundaries. In fact, members of our 
parish live in the Gardens, and our pastor makes regular 
communion calls there. 

We’re not a poor parish. Most of us are white 
professionals with average or above-average incomes. 
But within our parish boundaries are two public housing 
projects in which the poorest of the poor are segregated 
into islands of poverty, hopelessness and crime. 

Our parish is unique, of course, but in another sense 
we’re a parable of America. Without ever wanting it to 
happen, we’ve separated ourselves into two different 
nations — one rich and one poor; one predominantly 
white and one predominantly Black and Hispanic; one 
which has an unlimited future and one which has no 
future at all. 

In a real sense Potomac Gardens is located within 
every parish in the U.S. because the lives of the people 
who live there are intertwined with the lives of every 


’ other American. Their hopelessness and their self- 


destructive behavior are a part of our lives, and if we 
ignore them we are ignoring our own destiny.

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Bishop defends U.S. catechetical process

SACRAMENTO — Cardinal Joseph 
Ratzinger’s recent criticisms of the state 
of catechesis in the United States are 
“‘devastating,’’ Bishop Raymond A. 
Lucker of New Ulm; Méinn., told 
religious educators April 3. 

“T believed that we were in the midst of 
catechetical renewal,’’ Bishop Lucker told 
about 400 members of the National 
Conference: of Diocesan Directors of 
Religious Education at their convention 
April 2-6 in Sacramento. 

Bishop Lucker, who is_ episcopal 
moderator for the organization, referred 
to remarks by Cardinal Ratzinger, head 
of the Congregation for the Doctrine of 
the Faith, and by Cardinal John J. 
O’Connor of New York during the 
March 8-11 meeting between U.S. 
bishops and Vatican officials. 

Cardinal Ratzinger was addressing the 
teaching role of bishops and said that 
since the Second. Vatican Council 
religious education ‘‘has been turned over 
to the so-called professional,’’ resulting in 
“‘a confusion of voices, making it all the 
more difficult to recognize that of the 
Gospel.”’ 

Cardinal O’Connor said that some 
“‘years of confusion and diversity’’ in 
catechetical instruction materials used in 
Catholic schools and religious education 
programs “‘have left an entire generation 
in a state of ambiguity.” 

Bishop Lucker said that if what the two 
cardinals said were true, then there has 
not been a catechetical renewal and that 
the church would have to go back in time. 

In the 1950s, a catechetical renewal 
which began in the United States and was 
spurred on by Vatican II emphasized 
teaching accurate doctrine ‘‘to call forth a 
response to faith,’’ as well as adult 
catechesis and formation, Bishop Lucker 
said. 

“If it is not true, then we have an 
enormous communications problem with 
our own bishops and with many other 
people who would probably agree with 
their assessments,’ Bishop Lucker said. 
“‘Or if the renewal as we Understand it is 
misunderstood, then we have a great deal 


"of explaining to do.”’

ongoing conversion of adults such as 
“cultural Catholics’’ who are alienated or 
may be registered at parishes, but ‘‘their 
faith doesn’t affect their daily lives.”’ 

Bishop Lucker praised the many adult 
volunteer catechists who serve in parish 
catechetical programs and said their work 
is ‘‘the most effective adult education 
program that’s taking place in parishes ... 
because their lives are being changed.”’ 

Ginger Infantino, director of the San 
Diego diocesan Office of Catechetical 
Ministry who attended the national 
conference with other OCM_ staff 
members, told Southern Cross she agrees 
that the formation of catechists is an 
effective means of adult education. 

“‘We see a hunger in adults for 
formation in their faith,’’ she said. 
““Many lay people are getting degrees in 
religious studies and theology, including

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more than 300 enrolled in our Diploma 
Program which furthers their theological 
formation.”’ 

The catechetical renewal has led us to 
focus our attention on adults as learners 
and to realize that formation is a lifelong 
process,’’ the director explained. 


Infantino also concurred with Bishop 
Lucker’s assessment of catechetical 
renewal in the United States since the 
Second Vatican Council. 


The renewal in religious education 
balances ‘‘formation with information,”’ 
she said. Pre-Vatican II instruction

emphasized memorizing answers to 
questions, ‘‘whereas today we have 
students look at their own experience’’ in 
relation to church doctrine before they 
learn the doctrine. 


“Immediately following Vatican II we 
weren’t prepared for the changes in the 
church and methods of. catechetical 
instruction,’’ she explained. However, 
“in the last 20 years we see a fine balance 
between good catechetical methods and 
memorization.’’

changes us, and we don’t like that. We 
like our world nice and neat.”’ 

Many people do not have time for Jesus 
because they are so concerned and 
worried about worldly things. ‘‘This 
Jesus thing is just another competitor to 
which, if presented right, we might 
accept.”’ 

The one thing that separates Jesus from 
worldly competitors is the fact that ‘“‘he 
enters our hectic worlds and doesn’t ask 
us to clean up before he comes. He 
doesn’t say, ‘Look or talk like a disciple’ 
— you already are,’’ explained Hershey. 

Hershey also conducted one of the 10 
workshops available to the young adults. 
‘‘Building Healthy Relationships”’ 
examined the myths about love and 
intimacy. 

“Intimacy or healthy relationships has 
very little to do with the other person,’’ he 
said. ‘‘It begins with the choices you 
make.”’ 

Mike McIntyre, director of 
evangelization at Church of the 
Resurrection in Escondido, conducted a 
workshop entitled, ‘‘My Heart, Christ’s 
Home,’’ which explored ways of growing 
in one’s relationship with God. 

To do this, one must believe he or she is 


really loved by God no matter where the 
person is in life, said McIntyre. 

It is also important, he said, to realize 
that Jesus came ‘‘to heal the brokenness 
— the hurt and pain in our life — much 
of which we hide (from others and 
ourselves).”’ 

Finally, we must allow God to walk 
through all the “‘hidden rooms’’ within 
ourselves and to have the courage to look 
at what is in those rooms, he said. 

Other workshop topics included stress 
management, how to begin and build a 
successful young adult ministry program, 
living a moral life, family relationships, a 


Christian response to AIDS and the role , 


of Catholic women. 


Conference participants concluded the 
day with a liturgy celebrated by Father 
Daniel Griesgraber, associate pastor at 
San Rafael Church, Rancho Bernardo. 

The young adults then had the option 
of attending a coffeehouse for 
entertainment and a dance. 


As conférence coordinator, Stonecipher 
said the day was a success. 


“‘The comments that I received were 
overwhelmingly positive. I was real 
pleased that everything turned out,”’ said 
Stonecipher. 


Churches, mayor meet 
to curb drug epidemic

people are.’’ 

Then O’Connor said she would 
commit to helping at the state and federal 
levels if members of the crowd would 
commit to putting pressure on those same 
agencies when she asks. 

Fern James, president of the San Diego 
Organizing Project, outlined the drug 
problem. ‘Our families are 
destroyed. Our children are in the streets. 
We see gangs, we see drive-by 
shootings,’ James said. 

Jesuit Father Michael Mandala, pastor 
of Christ the King parish, concurred. 
“We have a large turnout; I think that 
means we have a problem in San Diego,”’ 
he said. 

Father Mandala said members of the 
six churches researched the drug problem 
for six._months in preparation for the 
meeting with the mayor. 

Joe Stanley Hay of Christ the King 
parish asked O’Connor questions based 
on the research: Why has San Diego’s 
drug treatment program the _ lowest 
funding in the state? Why, with 160,000 
substance abusers, are there only 155 
publicly funded treatment beds available? 

He stated that only half of the county’s 
elementary schools have implemented the 
DARE program. 

._ Hay said the weekend before the 
meeting his sister-in-law was found ‘‘shot 
in the head as the result of drugs.”’ 

Since no local agency has any “‘long- 
term strategy’’ to cope with the drug 
problem, the issue must not be on the 
city’s priority list, he charged.

“‘Does this sound as if drugs are a 
priority in San Diego to you?”’ he asked. 

‘‘No,’’ shouted participants as they 
waved placards and banners proclaiming 
their positions on the issue. 

Hay also pointed out that 85 percent of 
those arrested on drug charges in 1987 
tested positive. That ranks San Diego 
third in the nation behind New York and 
Chicago, he said. 

According to Hay, money being used 
for the Balboa Park revitalization, the 
Olympic training area and the Soviet Arts 
Festival could be better spent in the anti- 
drug effort. 


A parishioner of Our Lady of the 


Sacred Heart Church said she awakens 
often from the sounds of gunshots and 
sirens. 

“fRosa,’’ who asked not to be 
identified, said, ‘‘As a practicing addict at 
one time, I did what I had to do. ... Ifa 
‘person wants recovery, they should be 
able to get it without having to beg.”’ 

The mayor agreed, saying of 
rehabilitation: ‘“That’s state and federal 
and county responsibility.”’ 

When asked if she would approve the 
group’s resolution for the development of 
a ‘‘multi-year strategic plan,’’ O’Connor 
said, ‘‘I can’t promise a dollar amount, 
but I will take it to the council.”’ 


Then a questioner pressed the mayor 
for a council meeting date and time. 
O’Connor agreed to April 25 at 7 p.m. 


This meeting was the first action the 
SDOP Church Community Federation 
has taken to help stem the drug tide.

Pope: Catholic schools foster vocations 


Pope John Paul II has stressed the 
importance of Catholic schools in 
providing the educational climate needed 
to foster Christian vocations among the 
young. 

In this year’s message for the World 
Day of Prayer for Vocations, observed 
April 16, the pope said, ‘‘A school is 
charged with encouraging the seeds of 
vocation planted by the Holy Spirit in the 
souls of the young.” 

Catholic schools should not only help 
students discern their vocations, but 
create the ‘‘environment of faith, 
generosity and service’ so that young 
people can be free from the secular 
pressures that can hinder them from 
responding to ‘‘the call of Christ.”’ 

Pope John Paul began his message by 
alluding to the Gospel in the liturgy of 
April 16, presenting ‘‘us with Jesus the 
Good Shepherd in the supreme act of his 
love: that of laying down his life john 
10:15) for the salvation of the world. In 
the light of this mystery of love, the 
disciples of Jesus constantly pray to God 
that he will send labourers for the harvest 
(Matthew 9:38; Luke 10:2) so that, in 
accordance with the Father’s plan, 
everyone may have life to the full (John 
10:10) and come to the knowledge of the 


_ truth (I Timothy 2:4).”’ 


The following is the rest of the text of 

the pope’s message: 
“*1. I want to dedicate my reflection this 
year to the possibility and necessity of 
vocations flowering in the eductional 
climate of a school, especially a Catholic 
school. In fact, a Catholic school is 
mandated by the church to contribute to 
the integral education of the person and 
the Christian. 

‘fA school is charged with encouraging 
the seeds of vocations planted by the Holy 
Spirit in the souls of the young. By its 
very nature, a school must contribute to 
the preparation of people who are capable 
of announcing the Gospel in- terms 
accessible to today’s culture which finds 
evangelical values foreign or which 
ignores them. 

‘In turning my attention to Catholic 
educational institutions, I wish to record 
the high esteem I have for teachers. I have 
great faith in them, and I deeply value 
their services to the ecclesial community. 
But my reflections are also extended to 


the wide range of Catholic teachers who - 
work in non-Catholic schools where, as - 


well as demonstrating their professional 
competence, they bring their personal

efficacy when it is coordinated with that of 
the family, with which it establishes a 
direct partnership. 

“*3. But the education imparted in a 
Catholic school, dutifully building up the 
Christian sense of life, cannot evade the 
problem of vocational choice. What can a 
preparation for life mean if it does not 
assist the individual to know what God 
has in mind for him or for her so as to 
bring out in life what is written within the 
self? 

“To educate means to help to discover 
one’s own vocation in the church and in 
society. A school that educates must speak 
of vocation not only in general but must 
also indicate the various ways in which 
the fundamental call to give of oneself are 
concretised, including that of total 
dedication to the cause of the Kingdom of 
God. 

“‘Religious teachers alike, using 
gradual methods and discernment of 
faith, will know to make the call of Christ 
and the church resound and be heard in 
individual form. This echoing of the 
divine call will be so much the more 


positive when it is enhanced by the 
teachers’ life witness and sustained by 
prayer. 

“4. Helping a person come to a 
knowledge of one’s vocation is necessary 
but is not sufficient. It is not enough to 
know one’s vocation if one is to fulfill it. 
Today young people often find within 
themselves not only false images of life 
but also amusements and habits which 
can obstruct a free and generous choice. 

“*A& Catholic school makes a precious 
contribution to vocational choice in 
furnishing motivation, fostering 
experiences and creating an environment 
of faith, generosity and service which can 
‘free the young from those pressures which 
make the reply to the call of Christ seem 
foolish or impossible. 

“*5. In this way a school puts itself at 


_ the service of the true growth of young 


people and responds to their legitimate

“6. My thoughts also reach out to 
parents who entrust their children to 
Catholic schools for their education. I 
invite them always to base their choice on 
motives of faith. This serves not only 
cultural and formative ends but above all 
the needs of a Christian life. 

‘*T exhort them to become ever more 
active and responsible within the 
educative community of a Catholic 
school. May they know how to make their 
effective contribution so that the school 
will fulfill its purposes of giving a whole 
education, human and Christian. May 
they know how to help their children grow 
in the faith, respecting and supporting

Senior Sisters lion Ten’ at Blessed Sacrament

SAN DIEGO — Was it the lure of the 
Pacific that drew Sister Myra Greulich 
and Sister Pauline Kelley to San Diego? 
Or was it the long-held dream of learning 
to surf during the extra time available to 
them in retirement? Members of the 
Sisters of St. Francis of Assisi of 
Milwaukee, Wis., both are currently 
ministering in Blessed Sacrament parish, 
San Diego, and are active participants on 
the parish vocation committee. 


Sister Greulich, who came to San 
Diego 10 years ago, found that her knees 
were a bit weak on a surfboard, but her 
previous experience with senior sisters at 
St. Ann’s Health Center prepared her 
well for the ministry in which she serves 
today. She is assistant coordinator of a 
consumer education class for seniors held 
at the Blessed Sacrament Senior Center 
and sponsored by the San Diego 
Community College District. 


This class is the largest of 17 similar 
programs in the City of San Diego. Each 
Tuesday, she and instructor Claudette 
Harshberger gather with 50 to 75 seniors 
for a four-hour program which includes 
consumer education, life enrichment, 
current events, and much social 
interaction and support. 


Along with her natural talent for 
listening with an attentive ear, Sister 
Greulich registers participants, keeps an 
account of attendance and maintains all 
records for the class. She is one of the few 
Religious women volunteering with the 
community colleges. 


When Sister Greulich first heard that 
the class went beyond the traditional 
senior gathering which features game- 
playing and crafts, she was immediately 
drawn to the program. In conjunction 
with the class, volunteers run a 
cooperative market, selling fresh fruit, 
vegetables, eggs, and fresh bread. They 
purchase items wholesale, take care of the

Gene Klien’s horse stables are made 
possible through the use of the parish bus. 


In addition to this ministry, Sister 


Greulich works part-time in the school 
library and visits incapacitated seniors at 
Alvarado Convalescent Home. One 
would question whether Sister came to San 
Diego to begin retirement or to start her 
third career at the young age of 73! 

Sister Pauline Kelley, at 85, ought to 
be in the Guiness Book of Records for a 
number of reasons. First, she looks 20 
years younger than her birth certificate 
attests. Second, she is one of the most 


‘senior’ of teachers still to be actively 
engaged in the profession, with 57 years 
of experience teaching in Illinois, Iowa, 
Wisconsin and California: : 

Sister Kelley came to San Diego in 
1982 because she was attracted by an offer 
of teaching a small, special class of fourth 
graders at Blessed Sacrament School. 

‘‘When I thought about ministry in my 
retirement years,’’ she said, ‘“‘I still 
wanted to be with children, and I wanted 
to teach them. Blessed Sacrament School 
was the place where I could do more than 
tutor; I was given the opportunity to 
teach reading, English and spelling to a 
‘real class’ each day for two hours.”’ 

In this happy encounter, one could say 
that the special needs of the students meet 
the special needs of a senior Sister, and 
both are enriched and fulfilled through 
the meeting. 

‘In my spare time,’’ said Sister Kelley, 
“T like to watch ball games — no matter 
which ones, but more especially baseball 
and basketball.’’ She has sworn allegience 
to the San Diego Padres, but maintains 
an interest in the Milwaukee Brewers. 

Full of the joy of living, she enjoys a 
good. game of cards. Hobbies include 
crewell work, latch rug-making and 
needlepoint. 

Sister Kelley gives high ratings to 
Blessed Sacrament parish. ‘‘Everybody’s 
your friend; it’s one of the friendliest 
parishes I know!”’ she exclaims. 

Now and again, if they can find a bit of 
spare time, Sisters Greulich and Kelley 
may be seen standing on a San Diego 
beach, watching the surfers on the blue 
waters of the Pacific. 

The dream of being able to ‘‘Hang 
Ten’’ has come true, in a way, for these 
are two active senior Sisters who are 
doing exceptionally well at riding the 
waves of retiremerf#, and in the process, 
they are making a meaningful 
contribution to the life and_ the 
community of Blessed Sacrament parish!

life. 

We need to encourage each other to 
foster values which inspire, not 
dishearten, the many young adults of our 


day who genuinely do have profound * 
spiritual experiences of the Lord in their’ 


lives. So many of them greatly desire to 
build their whole lives on the wisdom of 
the Gospels and are seriously willing to 
offer their lives in service of the Lord and 
his church. 

But all too often they receive mixed 
messages from Catholics because these 
young adults don’t use the “‘same 
language,’’ and so many. Catholics write 
them off as “‘‘religiously ignorant.’’ We 
need to spend time understanding these 
young and middle-aged people in order to 
call forth the courage of heroism in many 


- of them who are ready and willing to 


dedicate their lives to the church. 

And so, yes, I believe there is a ‘‘crisis”’ 
of vocations in our church today. But it 
clearly isn’t a lack of a calling to the 
ordained and vowed life from our Lord. 
The real crisis lies in a blurring or lack of 
vision throughout our nation and, yes, in 
our own diocese. All too many of us have 
convinced ourselves that there is no 
reversal in the current down trend of 
religious vocations. 

In closing, allow me to suggest three 
simple, but practical, activities which 
promote religious vocations that Catholics 
can choose to be involved in today. 

First, please realize that each of you is a 
vital resource for religious vocations. The 
pastor, priest, and religious woman in 
your parish critically needs your spirited 
support. Encourage them to model and 
promote religious vocations. 

Second, become more actively involvea 
with*the youth and young adults of your 
parish, as well as the parish school and 
CCD program, if your parish offers 
them. Show them that your faith is 
tremendously important to you. 


Finally, continue to foster specific. 
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opportunities and occasions for your 
parish community to come together and 


pray for religious vocations. 


Along these lines, become involved in 
Serra International, a Catholic lay 
organization aimed at praying for the 
increase of religious vocations within our 
church. 

Our faith assures us that the world will 


_ always be infinitely attracted to Jesus 


Christ, the Risen Lord. Therefore, ours 
must be a united, Christ-centered vision 
so that we may not afford the luxury of 
avoiding the responsibility of promoting 
religious vocations any longer!

This avid reader is also a_ prolific 
writer. Pages in her hand-written 
memoirs currently number 640 and could 
eventually reach 1,000, she said. 

Sister Gutman wrote the history of her 
congregation, ‘‘Not with Silver or Gold,”’ 
an eight-year project completed in 1945. 
The hardback was published by St. 
Anthony Guild Press in Patterson, N.J., 
she said. 

Serving as a councilor and general 
secretary for her congregation did not 
divert her from the printed page, as she 
was also community archivist during this 
time. 

Sister Gutman feels as much at home in 
a library as in the convent kitchen where 
recipe books reveal the secrets to her 
popular beef stroganoff and chicken 
casserole. 

She also spent several summers in the 
1970s as librarian in her congregation’s 
retreat house in Maria Stein, she 
explained. 


This extensive library experience led to 


~ her migration to Southern California in 


1975 when she was asked to serve as 
librarian at the former, San Luis Rey 
Academy operated by the Precious Blood 
Sisters.

‘Dream Team’ is off balance 


“‘The Dream Team”’ (Universal) is a 
slim comedy about four mental patients 
accidentally separated from their 
therapist during a field trip in New York 
City. ee 

The contrived premise leadenly 
directed by Howard Zieff (‘‘House. 
Calls,’’ ‘‘Private Benjamin’’) sees the 
four zanies robbed of their devoted doctor 
en route to an outing at Yankee Stadium. 
When Dr. Weitzman (Dennis 
Boutsikaris) is knocked out after he © 
witnesses some crooked cops commit 
murder, his patients — Billy, Henry, 
Jack and Albert — must fend for 
themselves in the big city. They also must 
locate comatose Weitzman, hospitalized 
as a John Doe, before the cops find him 
and snuff out their witness for good. 

Billy (Michael Keaton), a tightly 


wound writer with a penchant for fantasy 
exploits and. violent solutions, is most 
equipped to take the lead. The rest of the 
gang follow along and do their best not to 
lose their grip. Compulsively neat and 
orderly Henry (Christopher Lloyd), a 
former postal employee, thinks he’s a 
therapist. High-powered advertising 
executive Jack (Peter Boyle) blew his cool 
when he found religion and was reborn as 
Jesus. And semicatatonic Albert (Stephen 
Furst) currently converses using dialogue 
he learned on television, his only contact 
with the outside world in 12 years. 

That this loony bunch is able to 
outsmart the New York City Police 
Department and save Weitzman at the 
eleventh hour can only be credited to an 
implausible script surprisingly devoid of 
laughs. Lloyd’s turn as a neat freak who 


singlehandedly attempts to clean up the 
littered streets of Manhattan inspires a 
few chuckles as does Boyle's Messianic 
zeal. But Furst (‘‘St. Elsewhere’’) is lost 
here as a pathetic soul with an unclear 
illness. Keaton makes a valiant effort to 
pump life into the listless scenario, which 
uncomfortably attempts to balance 
comedy and pathos. 


Due to some rough language, brief 
violence and a flash of nudity, the U.S. 
Catholic Conference classification is A-III 
— adults. The Motion Picture 
Association of America rating is PG-13 — 
parents strongly cautioned that some 
material may be inappropriate for 
children under 13.

Book teaches how to pray goodbye 


PRAYING OUR GOODBYES by Joyce 
Rupp, O.S.M.; Notre Dame, Indiana: 
Ave Maria Press, 1988; 183 pp: 
$10.95hb, $5.95pb. 

“‘Parting is such sweet sorrow.’’ With 
those words, Shakespeare’s Juliet bid 
goodnight to Romeo. But what of those 
times when the parting is more traumatic, 
less temporary — perhaps permanent? 
What words do we use then? That’s what 
the book is about. 

The book grew out of a course that 
Sister Rupp teaches on goodbyes. ‘“‘My 
goal’’ she says, ‘‘is to have participants 
approach their leave-takings from a faith- 
dimension, knowing full well how 
important the psychological is as a 
foundation. This approach means a move 
from saying a goodbye to praying a 
goodbye.”’ 

Transferring that approach’ to the 
book, she begins with the process of 
identifying goodbyes. This is not as easy 
as it sounds, because it goes beyond the 
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obvious to include those hidden things 
that we have not yet let go of. 

She then moves on to probably the 
most complex part of the grieving 
process. This is suffering, or the sense of 


having been betrayed by God. Although 
this isn’t a thorough presentation (for that, 
see ‘‘Making Sense Out of Suffering’’ by 
Peter Kreeft, Servant Books, 1986) it 
nonetheless provides useful practical 
advice for dealing with the pain of loss. It 
also corrects several misconceptions about 
God’s role in suffering. 


Sister Rupp outlines a four-part - 


program that suggests specific ways of 
coming to terms with goodbyes that need 
to be made. The program allows one to 
face the loss, deal with it constructively 
and prayerfully, and then release it. An 


overview concludes the first part of the 
book. 

The second part is called ‘‘Prayers for 
Those Experiencing Goodbyes.’’ It 
contains a collection of prayer experiences 
covering many goodbye situations. They 
run a large gamut, including ‘‘Prayer of 
Farewell to One Who is Leaving,’’ 
‘Prayer When a Loved One Has Died,”’ 
““Prayer of One Seeking Shelter in the 
Storms of Life,’? and ‘‘Prayer for a 
Lonely Day.’’ These use a combination 
of images, reflections, meditations, 
scripture, song, poetry, and formal 
prayer as devices to draw one into the 
prayer experience. 

Many will find this book useful. 
Goodbyes are not easily dealt with, and 
their pain sometimes lingers for years. 
Sister Rupp’s practical advice will help 
turn that negative process into the 
beginning of healing.

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Hispanic legislators aim 


to boost electoral power 


The Legislature’s Hispanic Caucus 
revealed a political agenda March 28 
aimed at bolstering the strength of 
Hispanics in local elections and 
improving education for minority youth. 


The package of 17 bills — the first that 
has drawn the unified support of the 
seven-member caucus — ‘‘reflects the 
Hispanic community’s desire for 
empowerment,’’ said Assemblymen Peter 
R. Chacon (D-San Diego) at a capitol 
press conference in Sacramento. 


Chacon chairs the Hispanic Caucus, 
which also includes Assembly members 
Lucille Roybal-Allard (D-Los Angeles), 
Charles Calderon (D-Montebello), and 
Richard Polanco (D-Los Angeles) and 
Senators Ruben Ayala (D-San 
Bernardino), Joseph Montoya (D-El 
Monte) and Art Torres (D-Los Angeles). 


Hispanic legislators at the news 
conference contended that their agenda 
addresses issues of concern not only to 
Hispanics but all Californians. ‘‘We are 
not about dividing ourselves into one 
group or another, but we want to provide 
an inclusive agenda for all of California,’’ 
said Torres. 


While Hispanics account for about 24 
percent of the state’s population, by the 
year 2040, 40 percent of Californians will 
be Hispanic, added Calderon. ‘‘Yet, 
Hispanics have the highest dropout rate 
of any ethnic group except Native 
Americans, and we perform the poorest 
in terms of job opportunities and 
economic status,’’ he said. ‘‘The future of 
our state depends on how we address 
these problems.’’ 


The caucus’s legislative agenda covers 
a wide range of issues from providing 
more affordable housing to establishing 


preschool education for ‘‘at  risk’’ 
students from poor minority 
communities. The package was developed 
as a result of a six-month effort involving 
more than 300 Hispanic leaders from six 
urban areas of the state: San Francisco, 
Los Angeles, San Diego, Fresno, San 
Jose and Sacramento. Six additional cities 
are to be added to this ‘grassroots 
network’’ in the coming months, said 
Chacon. 


The legislative package gives top 
priority to several bills that would affect 
the way elections are held. 


Among these are measures that would 
allow voters to register up to and on the 
day of a statewide general election and 
establish district rather than ‘‘at-large’’ 
elections for city councils and school 
boards. Hispanics have long complained 
that electing representatives on an at- 
large basis tends to dilute minority 
political power, said Polanco. 


The California Catholic Conference is 
working with members of the Hispanic 
Legislative Caucus on some of the bills in 
their package. The CCC _ supports 
Assembly Bill 933, introduced by 
Chacon, which would require the state 
Department of Finance to plan and 
implement a 1990 census outreach and 


education program. Its aim is to ensure: 


that Hispanics, including. illegal 
immigrants, and other “‘undercounted’’ 
populations such as homeless persons, are 
counted in the 1990 census. AB 933 will 
be heard April 5 in the Assembly 
Elections Reapportionment and Con- 
stitutional Amendments Committee. 

A resolution to be introduced in the 
Assembly by Rogbal-Allard will also call 
for a moratorium on immigration raids 
during the census process.
